CHANGE OF POLICY 

Announcement of a return to 
normal trading conditions repre- 
sents, of course, a complete change 
of policy since Government's meet- 
ing with members of the H.K. 
General Chamber of Commerce 
shortly after the re-occupation of 
the Colony. 

In this connection, it is stated 
that orrangements for the return 
of British professional men and 
tho staffs of British firms — pre- 
viously established in Hong Kong, 
are being considered {n London, 
and Government expects to be in 
a position to make an announce- 
ment on this point at an carly 
date, 

The only articles which cannot 
be iseely imported into the Colony, 
unless they can be obtained from 
local sources, that is to say, from 
ports along the China const, are: 
Rice, flour, canned meat, condensed 
milk, milk powder, pulses, salt, 
sugor, oil seed, fats, baking: pow- 
der, yeast, hides, leather and jute. 

CONTROLLED GOODS 

Tho ban on importation of these 
commoditica docs not imply that 
there will be any shortago of them. 
It means merely that all such im- 
ports will be antircly on official 
order and under official ‘control. 
Hong Kong has been alloted its 
quota in the world allocation, and 
there will be regular shipments 
coming forward to meet local 
needs. It is probable that sup- 
plies will_bo issued to the local 
market for sale at approved prices.

Lucas ,who is a member of 
the Senate-House Committee in- 
vestigating the disaster, told 
reporters that he wants to Know 
‘why, {if it was possible to fly 
three-hundred halle patrols in 
1940, similar daily reconnain- 
sances could not have been 
effected a year later, 

“I want to know If planes 
“were available and-were not ‘be: 
ing used.” 

Admiral J, O, Richardson tes- 
tifled earlier that he had insti- 
tuted an alr patrol on June 18, 
1940, when the Army was or- 
dered to be on the alert in Ha- 
wali but called it off in Decom- 
ber of that year. 

Previous Army and Navy en- 
quiries showed that no regular 
patrols were flown after Admir- 
al Husband S. Kimmel took over 
command of the Fleet from Ad- 
miral Richardson on February 
1, 1941. 

Lucas has asked the Commit- 
tee’s counsel to obtain: informe- 
tion on thé number of planes 
under Richardson's and Kim- 
mel’s commands and for ao lst 
of long-range planes which wore 
availnble at the time of the 
Japanese attack. — Associated

THE. JAVA TANGLE 


General Christison’s  peraiit- 
ent efforts to find a way out of 
the Indonesian tangle by con- 
elliation and to avold further 
bloodshed reflect the deop repug- 
nance of the British authorities 
to the task which they nave 
been compelled by a serics of 
unfortunate — circumstances to 
undertake. That Britain should 
be deeply conscious that the 
eyes of the world are upon de- 
velopments in Java is hardly 
surprising, One of the contri- 
butory motives of Japanese ag- 
gression Was a deep resentment 
at the disposition of the west- 
ern Powera to treat castera 
peoples as their inferiors. A 
perfectly sincere idealism was 
the starting point of the more 
selfish ambitions covered by the 
slogan “Asin for the Asiatics.” 
Japan desired to unile the enat 
against the west under her own 
leadership; and had the Japa- 
nese invaders displayed oven 
modest gifts in handling — the 
races newly subjected to thera, 
the event might have been very 
different. But alike in China, 
Burma, Siam, Malaya, Inuo- 
China, and the Netherlands 
Indies, the Japanese soon show- 
ed themselves more heavy-hand- 
ed than the west had ever been, 
The rising tide of nationalisin 
encouraged by the grant of “in- 
dependence,” however, nominal, 
turned against the invaders 
But while the “Co-Prosperi! 
Sphere” failed to realize the 
hopes of its Japanese sponsor 
it nevertheless exercised a decl- 
sive influence upon the political 
development of the countries 
comprising it, by quickening 
immensely the determination of 
the people to achieve political 
independence. At the same 
time. the ruthless exploitation 
by the Japanese of the material 
resources of these territories, 
combined with the cessation of 
imports of: consumer-goods, has 
produced a serious economic 
situation. Both in its polttical 
and in its economic aspects, the 
present position of south-east’ 
Asia is precarious, demandin 

relief the wisest an 


to be considerable. 
reaponsibjlity of reconciling the’ 
new national aspirations of the; 
races of south-east Agia with 
the requirements of internation- 
al security falls upon S.E.A.C. 
and the task ahead is both dif- 
ficult and delicate. It ts 
strangely appropriate that Japa- 
nese imperialism, the most; 
ruthless and aggressive the, 
world has ever known, should in 
ita fall have discredited the en- 
tire practice of the rule of one 
race by another. Henceforth, 
this practice cun only be juati- 
fied by the necessity of raising 
politically backward peoplus 
from tutelage to autonomy in 
the general interest of peaceful 
progress. But. it needs a gen- 
¢rous interpretation and a plain 
indication that the western 
Powers concerned are fully alive 
to the requirements of a chang- 
ing world. -

“What makes this inquest signi-

ONLY NAZIS 


“Jt is, however, a completely 
ndequate case for judgment we 
shal) ask you to render. Its full 
dovelopment we shall be obliged 
to leave to historians. 

“Unfortunately,” he continued, 
“the mature of these crimes is 
such that both prosecution and 
judgement must be by the victor 
nations over the vanquished foes. 

“Ie these were the first war 
lenders of a defented nation to be 
prosecuted in the name of the law 
they are also the first to bo given 
n chance to plead for their lives 
jn the name of the law. 

“We would make it clear that 
we have no purpose to ineriminate 
the whole German people. We 
know the Nazi Party was not put 
in power by a majority German 
vote, If the German populace 
had willingly accepted the na- 
tion's programme, no. Storm Troo- 
pers would have been needed, no 
concentration campa and no Gea- 
tape, 

“In general our case will dis- 
close that these defendants were 
nll united sometime or other 
with the Nazi Party in a plan 
which they well knew could be 
accomplished onlv by the outbreak 
of war in Burope. 


NAZI PLAN 


“Tt is my purpose to deal with 
their common plan of- conspiracy 
to achieve the ends possible only 
by the resort to crimes against 
peace, war crimes and erime 
against humanity.” 

Jackson cited document after 
document showing how the Nazis 
flouted international law. “Can 
there be any doubt that outlawry 
of avveression was one of the 
menerally accented rules of inter- 
national law {in 19397

Kind is a resort to means Inherent- 


ly criminal. An honestly defen- 
sive wor is, of course, legal and 
soves those conducting it from 
erfminality.” 

He devoted nine pages of his 
speech to crimes agninst the 
Jews, “It ia my purpose to show 
the plans and designs to which 
all Nazis were fanntically com- 
mitted—to annihilate all Jewish 
people,” he snid. He . charged 
that all atrocities against the 
Jows were o manifestation “and 
eulmination of a Nazi plan to 
which every defendant here waa 
a party.” 


LAWLESS ROAD 


Jackson declared that the state 
of world Inwiessness “incited by 
these defendants had to be restor- 
ed at the cost to my country of 
over 1,000,000 casualties, not to 
mention those of other nations.” 


His opening speech for the 
prosecution was adjourned at 
17.02 local time.
